Line Froin Packing Plant to be 
Constructed Immediately—Main

When the big track laying machine 
stopped work on Saturday a point had 
been reached about seven miles west 
of the packing plant on the grade of 
the main line heading for the Pem- 
bina. Very little track was laid on 
Saturday, owing to the difficulty in 
getting the men to resume work im- 
mediately after pay day on Friday, 
when a holiday was granted to en- 


2 4 them to get their cheques cash- 
ed. 

“For a railroad gang,” said Mr 
Murphy, of the Transit Hotel, ‘I 
never saw such a well behaved lot of 
men. A good many cf them have 
been getting accommodation at the 
hotel while working in the vicinity of 
the packing plant, but at all times 
they have behaved themselves far 
better than might be expected of 
men who have been working steadily 
on the grade for the past month.” 


The men were on hand to begin 
work this morning, but the heavy 
rain of last evening prevented the 
laying of track on the miry grade. 


It was expected that conditions 
would permit of the work going ahead 
this afternoon. 
Branch Line This Week. 

Some talk has been in circulation 
as to when the branch line from the 
packing plant into the city swill be 
laid, In conversation with D. G. 
Dempsey, foreman, the Bulletin 
learned that this line will be laid 
this week. In answer to an inquiry 
as to whether the track-laying ma- 
chine would be used, Mr. Dempsey 
said that if the machine was not too 
far west by the time the preparations 
were made on the spur line, it would 
be brought up, but otherwise the spur 
would be laid by manual labor, with 
the assistance of horses and trucks. 
As the distance is not more than 
four miles the work is not expected 
to take very long. 


By Saturday the ballasting gang 
were working at a point thirty-five 
miles east of Edmonton. The way 


in which the gravel is spread over the 
gradg, in some cases go the depth of 
two and three feet, ves no doubt 
that the line, when completed, will 
be the best that can be made. 
Telegraphic Connection, 
Telegraphic connection is expected 
to be established today beiween Win- 
nipeg and this city. For the present 
it will be used for official communi- 
cation with Winnipeg, and when the 
full equipment is installed will serve 
for the regular despatching service 
in connection with the operation of 
trains.

All of the men were ordered 
to show up fer work and given wae 
assurences that they would be given 
protection, This was the first break 
in the strikers. Others wavered later 
in the evening and about 200 of the 
men signified a willingness to return 
to work. 

There were no demonstrations of 
any nature today, and most of the 
day the streets about the tannery 
were completely deserted save for the 
presence of the deputies and the po- 
lice officers. It became known early 
in the day that the men about the 
building where the men were at work 
were armed with guns and this fact 
seemed to impress the men greatly

AMERICAN ORDER IS 
MENACE TO INDUSTRY 


Conciliation Board in Glace Bay Coal 
Dispute Scores American Order 
and Recommends Against Recog- 
nition of Dictation of Th's Body 
—Minority Report Presented. 


Ottawa, July 25.—The Minister of 
Labor has received a report from the 
conciliation board to which was re- 
ferred the dispute between the Nova 
Scotia Steel and Coal Company and 
members of Florence local No. 1745 of 
the United Mine Workers of America, 
The majority report was signed by 
Judge MeGillivray and Judge Chip- 
man, and the minority report 
Daniel McDougall. On the general 
question of recognition of the union 
the board quotes the general superin- 


tendent of the company as 
“The United Mine Workers is a 
foreign corporation, the majoriiy of 
its members residing in the United 
States, as also do their executive 
officers. Under its constitution it is 
quite possible that members of the 
societies of Nova Scotia might be call- 
ed out on strike to assist American 
mbers of the society, which would 
be a very gee detriment to the oper- 
ators of this country generally, If 
it should be considered in the inter. 
ests of the whole body of the United 
Mine Workers to proclaim a strike 
in Cape Breton, either to assiet the 
United Mine Workers or operators in 
the United States, who are placing 
coal in the Canadian markets in di- 
reet competition with the mining in- 
dustries in this province, the result 
would be disastrous and we believe 
this power is too great to place in the 
hands of any foreign body, as it prac- 
tically means the contro] of our min- 
ing industries. Our company looks 
upon the society with a great deal of 
apprehension and fear,”’ 
Right to Settle Own Disputes. 

The board comments on the situa- 
tion as follows: “These reasons coup- 
led with the facts and circumstances 
set forth in evidence and exhibits 
seem to be sufficiently cognant tor 
finding in favor of the company and 
é6uch is our mature and deliberate 
opinion. Both company and = em- 
ployees have a right in this country 
to settle their own disputes and in 
such disputes as we are now investi-

vating it is our duty, failing agree- 
ment, to make such  recommenda- 


tions to the department as might, if 
accepted, bring about a settlement 
A growing sentiment in this country 
is strongly in favor of managing our 
own industrial and commercial —in- 
teresta without being subject to the 
dictation or control of our neighbors 
across the line, and now would seem 
to be an opportune time for a move- 
ment to be made for the establish- 
ment of a labor union for Canada 
alone, which shall be incorporated on 
lines best calculated to create har- 
mony and peace and the preventive of 
strikes, so suicidal and detrimental 
to both employer and employee and 
the province of Nova Scotia as well 
In the meantime, the two societies, 
warring with each other, should get 
together and endeavor to work out 
the problems before them in a spirit 
of loyalty to the country in which 
they live and are earning their daily 
bread.” 
The Minority Report. 

In the minority report, Daniel Me- 
Dougall says: “Regarding recognition 
for the United Mine Workers of 
America that the matter has assum- 
ed such a character in Nova Scotia 
beth in numbers and public sym- 
pathy that I feel this board cannot 
do otherwise but recommend that the 
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company give recognition to this 
union We claim that the United 
Mine Workers are not an American 
organization, first on the grounds 
that it is international and second 
that it is successfully opérating in 
Alberta and British Columbia.” 


The Springfield Dispute. 
Ottawa, Ont., July 25.—The report 
of the conciliation board appointed 
on the Springfield mines dispute has 
been received by the department and 
was signed by Judge Longley, chair 
man, Chas. Archibald, for the com- 
pany, and KE. B. Paul for the men. 
The board finds that so far as recog 
nition is concerned, it ought to be lett 
to the judgment and discretion of the 
company to say how far it would of- 
ticially recognize any organization 
having its central authority outside 
the province, and largely under the 
control of interests that may at some 
time bein seute competition with the 
interests of the company. The board 
states that the men’s contention in 
this particular is that as the U. M 
W. A. is a stronger organization than 
the P.W.A., with branches in vari 
ous parts of America, it is to their 
advantage to belong to the former, 
The company’s contentions are that 
they never refuse a hearing to any 
man or group of men, They have 
streng objections to supporting a for- 
eign organization, the main body of 
which are working to produce coal to 
supplant the Nova Scotia product, 
in Canadian markets, to demoralize 
its business and possible annihilation 
of its property. They point out tha’, 
owing to recent conditions, the Uni‘ 
ed States competitors have captures 
a large part of the Montreal market 
The company further contends that 
the U. M, W..A. compels all men 
except the manager and under ground 
managers to belong to the union, and 
that the control of its officials would 


then be vested not in the company |i. 


but in the local union, It is claimed 
also that the P. W. A. has neither 
standing nor property in Canada and 
is not amenable to Canadian laws.

GREAT STOCK GAMBLE 
IN JOHANNESBURG 


Story is a Familiar One to Most 
Canadians—Rand Shares on the 
Boom, 


Johannesburg is in the throes of a 
“boom” writes a correspondent of the 
London Daily Mail. If you have ever 
lived through a Johannesburg “boom” 
it is unnecessary to read any further. 
The auere announcement of the fact 
wili conjure up the scene. 

But if you have never seen Johan- 
hesburg, and vever lived through a 
genuine hall-marked “boom,” the mat- 
ter becomes one of some difficulty. 
Some years ago there was a ping-pong 
craze in Britain. Now, suppose that 
instead of being played in one house 
in four, ping pong had been played 
in every house, and imagine that the 
income of the householders depended 
upon their proficiency in ping-pong, 
and that their deadly earnestness was 
such that they went to the table at 6 
aa, ,and strove desperately till mid- 
night, only snathing a few brief in- 
tervals for refreshments, and try to 
conceive this enthusiasm lasting for 
weeks at a time, to the exclusion 
of all other interests in Jife—well that 
would be a “boom,” a Johannesburg 
“boom,’’ in ping-pong. 

A Johannesburg ‘boom’ is a re- 
markable manifestation of the con- 
centration of the mind of an entire 
community upon one subject, to the 
exclusion of all others. There is no- 
thing else in the wide world quite like 
it. The interest India takes in the 
monsoon reports from Colombo during 
the first week in June, the single- 
mindedness of Melbourne on Con day, 
the state of mind of Chicago during 
the progress of a record breaking 
wheat “corner’--these are but feeble 
imitations of the concentration of Jo- 
hannesburg upon the share market 
price list duriing a “boom.” 

Johannesburg's One Topic. 

If you walked the whole length of 

Commissioner street today and asked 
every decently dressed ‘man you met 
to tell you the present position of the 
closer union movement in South Af- 
rica, or the name of the prime min- 
ister of England, or whether the sul- 
tan was still upon the throne of Con- 
stantinople, not halt a dozen could 
give you the slightest information. If 
you told them the British ministry 
had been defeated, none would’ ex- 
press sorrow, or delight, or even in- 
difference—unless it atruck them that 
the news might affect the share mar- 
ket, (But if you told them that Fords. 
burg Consolidateds were being bought 
heavily by the stable, or that Vrede- 
dorp deeps would probably strike the 
reef at 3,000 ft. in a few days, one and 
all would weleome you as a lifelong 
friend and a benefactor of the human 
race. 
_ For in “boom” times only one sub- 
ject on earth has the faintest interest 
for Johannesburg, and that is the 
share market, Other topics may gain 
a slight reflected glory by being in 
some remote way associated with the 
share market, but that is all. We 
look iorth wpon the world through 
the windows of a stockbroker’s office. 
With eyes glued on a price list, men 
forget whether they are employed ox 
out of work, rich or poor, married or 
single. They cannot remember yes- 
terday’s weather, or where they slept 
last night, or whether they lunched at 
home or at the club. The only thing 
they are capable of realizing is that 
Tuppenny Tins, which they bought 
at 12s, 6d., are now 82s. 3d. and still 
rising. 

I do not say that so far the 
“boom” can be compared to that of 
1895, which, according to the stories 
current today, beat everything seen 
since the days of the South Sea 
Bubble. Perhaps it may not be 
even equal to that of 1902. But the 
conditions must be considered. After 
seven long and weary years of wait- 
ing there has set in an upward ten- 
dency. Scrip whieh was  harddy 
valuable enough to use as wall 
paper is suddenly in demand at de- 
cent prices, Shares bought “at a 
few shillings are up to thirty and 
thirty-five and still soaring skywards 
with no sign of a check, 

An Excited City. 

No wonder Johannesburg is excit- 
ed. No wonder men start the day 
at 6 a.m. by reading the share mar- 
ket reports in the morning papers, 
and end it at midnight discussing 
Stock Exchange prospects in a club. 
er telephoning orders to their 
brokers. How it began nobody re- 
members. But one day it came in 
silently and unobtrusively. Mys- 
feriously the news went round that 
Some One wus buying. And he—or 
they—bought in thousands. Day 
afler day the buying went on until 
stocks began to rise and the public 
began to come in. And now we are 
all buying—buying everything anid 
anything. Even if we sell to re- 
alise profits, we cannot keep out of 
the market. We are impelled to go 
beck almost against our will—and 
obey. 

There are syndicates in offices and 
boarding houses, and the tea rooms 
resound with talk of “calls” and 
“options” and the jargon of — the 
Stock Exchange. Everyone is in it. 
Men who have owed you money for 
years and have had to borrow more 
on the plea of virtual starvation 
suddenly in mysterious ways begin 
to speculate. People you thought 
were habitually hard pressed, talk 
glibly of buying tive hundred of this 
or a thousand of that. It is in the 
very air, 

And really for the moment the 
town is looking up. Perhaps it is 
the reaction after a period of gloom 
and depression which has made 
everyone a trifle optimistic and ex- 
travagant. But the theatres are 
fuller, the hotels are serving more 
late supperé, the cabmen are taking 
more money. Today people go and 
purchase pianos outright instead of 
arranging for instalments. The mil- 
liners are working overtime to fulfil 
orders. The jewellers are busier 
than they have been for years—even 
the pawnbrokers report a wonderful 
increase in the number of pledges 
redeemed, It has even been rumor- 
ed that debts are being paid; but at

the moment the report is not widely 
credited 
Of course, some people say it will 


not last, atd that in the end the 
public will once more be left to 
“nurse the baby.” But while, fe 
doubt, many people may be buying 
on the “tickey"’ snatching principle. 
many more are purchasing fer in- 


vestment, not for speculation. 

People are beginning to see that 
the Rand is a sound proposition, The 
gold is here, right enough. You can 
alwaye get a fair price for 4 bar ot 
two of pure gold. The gold is here 
—millions and millions of pounds’ 
worth of it. 

So, after all, the “beom” is not a 
mad gamble at bottom, even though 
a great many local people may re- 
gard it simply as an opportunity for 
intense and frantic speculation. 
The Rand goldfield is a permanent 
industry (it is good for a great deal 
more than another century, any- 
way), and not simply a gamble. 
What amounts simply to betting on 
ecrip does the industry no real good. 
It simply delays from time to time 
the steady advance of Rand stocks. 


FRENCH AVIATOR 
WINS £10,000 PRIZE 


Successfu Flight Across English 
Channel in Monoplane...Made 25 
Miles in 2! Minutes...Dist-nced 
Fast Destrover.

Dover, Eng., July 25,—Louis Bleriot 
the French aviator, landed on ine 
cliffs of Dover this morning, having 


made a successful flight across ..e 
English channel in his monoplane. 
Bleriot’s only mishap during the 


flight was a slight injury which he 
sustained in landing. Bleriot started 
from Calais at 4.35 o'clock. The 
morning was perfect for the flight as 
there was hardly a breath of air stir- 
ring and the weather was clear and 
fine. The time was 25 minutes, One 
of the swiftest torpedo boat destroy 
ers in the French navy followed the 
aviator, but was soon left out of sight 
by the monoplane, which started its 
direct flight for this coast after a few 
preliminary cireles. In successfully 
negotiating the 21 miles flight across 
the channel Bleriot wrested from Her- 
bert Latham, by only a few hours, 
the laurela which the latter had 
hoped to win, the first man ‘ta 
cross the channel, and secures the 
Daily Mail's £10,000 prize.

The people were reduced 
to such straits that human flesh was 
sold, and the humane and civilized char- 
acter of the people wholly perverted. 

At the present time, under the Famine 
Mine Code, as soon as prices rise above 
certain rates-a system of outdoor telief 
comes into play automatically, and no- 
body in India need die of starvation any 
more than any of the unemployed ‘n 
England need experience the pangs of 
hunger while the Poor Law system 
guarantees sustenance for all. 

If India is to be compared with any- 
thing in Europe, the German Empire, 
different as it is, alone gives any basis 
for comparison, 

The rulers of the great native States 
have powers of life and death, and man 
age their own affairs quite independent- 
ly, except in 60 far as they are unable 


to one- 


to enter into relations with foreign 
powers, are under certain disabilities
